Subj act * Liaison between the Joint 
Intelligence Group of 
the Joint Staff, and the 
Central Intelligence Agency* 


x Jn Compliance with the new National Security 

Act of 194? (Unification Act), a Joint Staff has been 
formed under the Joint Chiefs of Staff. One of the 
three major subdivisions of the Joint Staff is the Joint 
Intelligence Group, divided into an int ellig ence section 
and a security control section, the members of which 
serve on a full-time basis under the Director of the 
Joint Staff. Functioning along with this group will be 
the Joint Intelligence Committee, essentially as at pre- 
sent, but without State Department representation, it 
will perform its present intelligence functions and in 
addition will perform the security functions now as- 
signed to Joint Security Control. 

It seems that the facilities and c Stabilities 
of the Central Intelligence Aganay could be made avail- 
able to the Joint Staff in a practical way if the Diree- 
tor or Central Int e llige nc e designates at an early date 
a sailitary representative (preferably with a mili tary 
assistant) as Hals on officer (s) with the Intelligence 
Section of the Joint Intelligence Group, as liaison 
off leaf (s) the Central Intelligence Agency representa- 
tive^) would serve ae a channel between the Joint In- 
telligence Group and the Central Intelligence Agency, 
and would attend those meetings of the Joint Intelli- 
gence Committee dealing with intelligence estimates when 
the meetings are attended by representatives of the 
three military services (Army, Navy, Air) in the Intel- 
ligence Section of the Joint Intelligence Group, Thus 
the Central Intelligence Agency representative^*) would 
see intelligence papers of the Joint Intelligence 
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Committee and Joint Intelligence Group and would be In 
l position to insure that inf anaatlon and intelligence 
from the noieiiliiary government agencies are made arall 
aKLe to the Joint Staff through the medium of the Cen- 
tral Intelligence Agency,
